Written Statement Needed 


It’s hard to believe that Rogers Brook drainage work 
may actually get underway, with reasonable assurance 
that the project will be completed. 

But that’s the current status of negotiations with the 
State. 

Definite assurances were given the Board of Public 
Works that the state will approve matching funds, amount- 
ing to $175,000, to put the brook underground as described 
in plans drawn by Clinton Goodwin in 1955. 

The town met its responsibilities when the Selectmen, 
responsing to a request by the state, gave written promise 
that the Commonwealth will not be held responsible if the 
engineering was faulty, This was a reasonable request by 
the state, whose engineers did not participate in the 
planning. But there is absolutely no reason to believe 
that the engineering will be anything but correct. Thus 
the town, while meeting its share of a bargain, stood to 
lose nothing. 

Now it is the state’s turn to step up and be counted. 

The town is waiting for a letter containing the state’s 
promise to match the $175,000 appropriated here.

promises to this effect were given about two weeks ago 
by the head of the Division of Waterways. Two members 
of the Board of Public Works heard the statements, as did 
two or three others taking part in the conversations.

Voters Can Act 

The United States Senate has finally gotten around to 
approving a resolution passed a year ago in the House of 
Representatives defining a code of ethics for federal 
employees. One of the major items covers the acceptance 
of gifts, in cases when the employee has reason to be- 
lieve some favor may be expected in return. 

Of course it is absolutely proper for Congress to pass 
such a resolution. But we doubt whether its adoption will 
do much to insure morality in government. For it never has 
been considered proper to accept gifts when they might 
be construed as bribes and somehow it seems unlikely 
that a mere resolution will do much to put an end to the 
practice. 

It’s all well and good to talk about morality in govern- 
ment, but actually it is the individual’s moral values that 
need improvement. For after all, one rather expects all 
successful politicians, whether they be national, state or 
local, to be publicly against sin. It’s what they do as 
individuals, not what they say publicly, that will deter- 
mine whether we possess a government of high moral 
standards. 

And although we, as individuals, may feel there isn’t 
much we can do to maintain integrity and honesty in 
government, actually we have a big voice in the matter. 

Whether it be nationally, in the state, or in our own 
town, we should elect only those persons we know to be 
of the best moral character. In too many cases, voters 
have elected men whose reputations and past performances 
do not indicate exceptionally high standards. Then we 
complain when their activities in office are found to be 
on a lower moral level than we would like. 

The answer is to use some care and discration in voting, 
rather than exercising our lung-power afterwards in com- 
plaint.
